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Fiscal Court 
recommends 
Todd's wife

STANFORD — In a divid¬ 
ed decision, the Lincoln 
County Fiscal Court voted 
Tuesday to recommend 
Brenda Todd as the new 
interim magistrate for the 
second district. 

Todd is the widow of 
deceased Magistrate Dexter 
Todd, who died from com¬ 
plications following out¬ 
patient surgery in April. 

The court’s recommenda¬ 
tion will be sent to Gov. 
Steve Beshear’s office in 
Frankfort, and the governor 
will then be responsible for 
making an appointment. 

The court was split 2-1 on 
the decision, with magis¬ 
trates David Faulkner and 
Joe Stanley voting yes and 
Magistrate Johnnie Padgett 
voting no. 

Faulkner, who made the 
motion to recommend Todd 
for the position, said it’s pret¬ 
ty much an ’’unwritten tradi¬ 
tion in Kentucky’’ that family 
members are appointed to 
fill out the remainder of 
magistrates’ terms if they die. 

’’April 19 we lost our sec¬ 
ond district Magistrate 
Dexter Todd and not only 
was that a great loss for this 
court ... but it was a great 
loss for the people and their 
representation,” Faulkner 
said before making the 
motion. 

Before asking for a sec¬ 
ond, Judge-Executive Jim 
Adams made it clear the 
motion could only be for a 
recommendation to be sent 
to the governor and nothing 
more. 

”We don’t have the author¬ 
ity to appoint the interim 
court member," he said. 

Stanley seconded the 
motion, commenting that 
appointing someone to the 
seat will allow second-dis¬ 
trict residents to have repre¬ 
sentation through the end of 
the year. 

Adams said he disagreed 
with the characterization of 
the second district as un-rep- 
resented. 

"Believe it or not, they still 
have representation. That’s 
my district; that’s where I 
live at," he said. "I was the 
magistrate there the last four 
years of the previous term." 

Adams called for the vote 
and Faulkner and Stanley 
voted "aye" immediately. 
Padgett paused briefly when 
Adams asked for any votes 
against, before voting "no." 

"I’m going to stay neutral,

Community service 
programs threatened by 
local 'crime explosion'

F riday was a mild July day — 
not too hot, but not quite com¬ 
fortable — and Jamie Todd was 
busy pushing a mower through the 
grass in front of the old Lincoln 
County Courthouse. 

All around Todd were the products 
of his work, like trimmed hedges and 
pressure-washed sidewalks. 

"I’ve always took pride in my yard 
at home ... keeping it looking nice," 
he said. "It just feels good to get out¬ 
side and do the same thing here and 
take pride in my town’s yard." 

Todd isn’t a courthouse employee 
— he doesn’t even get paid for the 
work he does keeping the courthouse 
looking its best. 

Todd is an inmate at the Lincoln 
County Regional Jail, where he has 
been imprisoned since May 23. 

He is a father of a 4-year-old and a 
10-month-old, has a pressure-washing 
and window-cleaning business and 
goes up for shock probation this com¬ 
ing Friday. 

He is also one of a shrinking num¬ 
ber of community service inmates 
who get the opportunity to do work 
while they’re in the Lincoln jail. 

Lincoln County Jailer David 
Gooch said his jail’s community serv¬ 
ice program is on the decline because 
Lincoln County is seeing a local 
"crime explosion." 

As more and more of the jail’s 
capacity is used to house local 
arrestees, there are fewer and fewer 
beds available for the kinds of 
inmates — final sen¬ 
tence felons and 
misdemeanants — 
who are eligible for 
community service. 

According to jail

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statistics, on Tuesday the jail housed 18 
state inmates and 18 Garrard County 
prisoners. There were also 63 Lincoln 
County prisoners, making up nearly 
two-thirds of the jail population. 

Gooch’s third-quarter report to the 
fiscal court, which was presented in 


May, shows the high number of 
Lincoln County prisoners is a contin¬ 
ual issue. The jail averaged 68 
Lincoln County prisoners during the

STANFORD — Friday 
the 13th was not a good day 
for the Lincoln County 
Middle School library. 

Middle School Principal 
Debbie Sims said when she

into the library through 
ceiling tiles and light fix¬ 
tures. 

"It was a mess," she said.

P.D. Roller, head of 
school facilities, said 
roofers left gutters off a 
high roof and failed to seal 
off the edge of a rubber 


covering on a lower roof, 
allowing heavy rains to 
pour off the higher roof and 
through the lower roof edge 
into the library. 

The company in charge 
of the roofing job, Burnett 
Sons Roofing, has been 
very cooperative and help¬

CRAB ORCHARD 
Drivers traveling through 
Crab Orchard will need to 
adjust to a substantial 
change in traffic flow with 
the addition of a three-way 
stop at the intersection of 
Ky. 39 and Ky. 2750 (Old 
U.S. 150). 

Previously, southbound 
drivers on Ky. 39 had to 
stop, while drivers east- 
bound on Ky. 2750 or trav¬ 
eling north on Ky. 39 had 
the right of way. 

According to the state 
Transportation Cabinet, 
the new three-way stop, 
which is scheduled to 
debut Wednesday, is 
intended to "enhance safe¬ 
ty at this intersection and 
create a better traffic 
flow." 

Crab Orchard City

'Obamacare' detractors not 
presenting any alternatives 


Here’s an idea for this election 
season: No politician can bash 
any aspect of the health care law 
that President Barack Obama 
signed in 2010 without propos¬ 
ing a better solution. 

Who’ll take that pledge? 

Let’s start with lawmakers 
who groused last week in 
Frankfort about Gov. Steve 
Beshear’s executive order estab¬ 
lishing a health insurance pur¬ 
chasing exchange. 

What are they offering the 1 in 
5 working-age Kentuckians who 
have no health insurance? 

We got a Republican cam¬ 
paign preview when Sen. Bob 
Leeper, an independent who usu¬ 
ally votes with the GOP, said he 
was reluctant to put his name on 
anything related to 
“Obamacare.” 

Okay, so, what would he tell a 
sick Kentuckian whose job pro¬ 
vides no health plan, who can’t 
afford insurance and does not 


quality for Medicaid? That she’s 
better off putting her photo on 
jars beside cash registers and 
begging for quarters than receiv¬ 
ing treatment under that nasty of 
“Obamacare?” 

What of Kentuckians who 
scrimp and save to buy health 
coverage only to leam that when 
they really need it the fine print 
says no? Why is being bankrupt¬ 
ed by an illness better than 
“Obamacare?” 

Let’s hear the Republican plan 
for creating a transparent, com¬ 
petitive individual health insur¬ 
ance market, in which 80 percent 
of consumers’ premiums have to 
go to health care, not executive 
salaries or other overhead. 

Sorry, that’s a trick question; 
the Republican plan for reform¬ 
ing the health insurance market 
is “Obamacare.” A Democratic 
Congress and president enacted 
a plan that had been conceived 
and supported by Republicans. 


“Obamacare” bends over 
backwards to avoid dismpting 
the status quo, while coming 
close to achieving universal 
health care. The Congressional 
Budget Office says it will reduce 
the federal deficit by $130 bil¬ 
lion over the first decade and 
$1.2 trillion over the next 
decade. 

Nonetheless, Republicans and 
some Democrats insist we can’t 
afford “Obamacare.” They 
should explain how we can 
afford to keep doing what we’ve 
been doing, which is paying to 
care for almost 700,000 unin¬ 
sured Kentuckians — when it’s 
too late, in the emergency room, 
when it’s most expensive. 

Kentucky’s economy is 
dragged down by its sick popu¬ 
lace. A litany of statistics cries 
for more and better preventive 
care. The Affordable Care Act 
won’t solve all that overnight, 
but it gets us moving in the right 


direction. 

The insurance exchange, 
which the federal government 
will mn if Kentucky does not, 
will enable comparison shopping 
for policies and subsidies and 
tax credits for individuals and 
small businesses to afford health 
insurance. Individuals who still 
can’t afford coverage will quali¬ 
fy for Medicaid. 

Kentucky stands to gain more 
than any state from the Medicaid 
expansion, says the Kaiser 
Commission on Medicaid and 
the Uninsured, because such a 
large proportion of Kentuckians 
are working for wages that bare¬ 
ly lift them out of poverty. 

The federal government will 
initially fund the Medicaid 
expansion; eventually Kentucky 
will have to pay 10 percent of 
the new cost. 

Politicians who don’t like that 
deal should explain how they 
would do better. 


Once reminded, most Americans are protective of 1st freedoms 


Americans once again 
don’t mn up big positive 
numbers in an annual First 
Amendment Center survey 
when it comes to being able 
to name all five freedoms in 
the opening 45 words of the 
Bill of Rights. 

But once reminded of 
“religion, speech, press, 
assembly and petition,” they 
do have some strong opinions 
about how those freedoms 
ought to work. 

The annual State of the 
First Amendment national 
survey was released last 
week. For all of the results 
from this and past years, 
seewww.firstamendmentcen- 
ter.org. 

The 2012 survey shows 
that although just 4% of us 
can name all five freedoms, 
and only “speech” is named 
by more than half of respon¬ 
dents, we’re pretty protective 
of our rights. We support 
videotaping police, think it’s 
OK to use copyrighted mate¬ 
rial just for fun, and oppose

giving the government too 
much power over the Internet, 
even in a national emergency. 

Just 4% of the 1,006 adults 
sampled in this year’s survey 

— conducted in June for the 
First Amendment Center — 
could name “petition,” and 
just 13% could name either 
“press” or “assembly.” 

There were some slightly 
encouraging results: 28% 
identified “religion” and 65%, 
cited “speech.” Though not 
exactly jump-for-joy figures, 
both were the highest for 
those freedoms since the sur¬ 
vey began in 1997. 

But once past that opening 
question, participants were 
reminded of all five freedoms 

— and generally a majority 
took a protective stance when 


it came to “their” freedoms. 

Just 13% said the First 
Amendment “goes too far in 
the rights it guarantees,” the 
lowest figure ever on that 
question. Still, that means 
about one in eight of our fel¬ 
low citizens would cut back 
on some part of the First 
Amendment — even though 
in much of the world, people 
are willing to risk lives and 
liberty to get even a portion of 
the rights that we have 
enjoyed since 1791. 

Some states — most 
notably, Illinois — have laws 
that limit or even criminalize 
the act of taking video or pho¬ 
tographs of police activities in 
public. But the public over¬ 
whelmingly endorses the idea 
of holding authorities 
accountable through digital 
imagery, with 85% saying 
such activities should be 
allowed. 

A majority — 57% — 
opposes allowing public 
schools to discipline students 
who use personal computers 


at home to post material that 
authorities say is offensive. 

And though 59% of 
respondents are OK with the 
government’s being able to 
prosecute those who illegally 
distribute copyrighted music 
and movies online, they draw 
a distinction on what’s “ille¬ 
gal” or not: 46% say using 
copyrighted material without 
paying a fee is fine as long as 
no money is being made. If 
there’s a profit motive, 64% 
say a fee should be paid. 

About two-thirds of 
respondents said the U.S. 
Supreme Court got it wrong 
in a 2010 decision, Citizens 
United v. Federal Election 
Commission,which removed 
federal campaign spending 
limits on corporations and 
unions. The Court said it was 
protecting political free 
speech — the most protected 
kind of speech — for those 
groups. But by 65% to 30%, 
those surveyed opposed the 
idea of such wide-open 
spending. 


Even in the event of a 
national emergency, it would 
seem, we want our Facebook 
and Twitter — and all the rest 
of the World Wide Web: 59% 
disagreed with giving the 
government the power to take 
emergency control of the 
Internet and limit access to 
social media. 

But at least for now, such 
power is in place. Last week, 
President Obama signed an 
executive order, the 
“Assignment of National 
Security and Emergency 
Preparedness 

Communications Functions,” 
that authorizes federal offi¬ 
cials to take control over 
telecommunications and the 
Web during natural disasters 
and national-security emer¬ 
gencies. 

For those aiming to roll 
back that order, consider that 
history says we may well be 
only one crisis away from 
broad public support for such 
federal control. In 2002, about 
eight months after the 9/11 


terror attacks, the State of the 
First Amendment survey 
found that 49% said the 
amendment went “too far” in 
its freedoms. 

The larger meaning in that 
10-year-old result is chilling 
— but also a call to action, to 
be better prepared and more 
engaged in society’s ongoing 
discussion about how our 
core freedoms are applied in 
the 21st century. 

Such efforts start with a 
very simple exercise: memo¬ 
rizing what those freedoms 
are. 

All together, now: RELI¬ 
GION, SPEECH, PRESS, 
ASSEMBLY, PETITION. 

Give it a try right now. 

Feel “free” to go on from 
there.

It occurred many years ago when I was in the first grade. 
But after all of those years have passed, I have not forgot¬ 
ten it; I still remember it vividly. 

Encouraging a group of elementary students in a one 
roomed country school, a good teacher reminded those of 
us who were her students that we could grow up to be what¬ 
ever we desired to be. The key to that accomplishment, she 
told us, was simple. It involved living in readiness to seize 
opportunities for growth and development whenever those 
opportunities knocked. That important lesson was not from 
a textbook or from a lesson plan that the teacher had pre¬ 
pared. It came from her heart, for she often went beyond 
textbooks and lesson plans to remind those of us who were 
her students of that and other important lessons about life 
she thought we needed. 

Through the years, I remembered the encouraging words 
and the sound advice of that good teacher, and her words 
encouraged me and helped me to move ahead in the right 
direction in life. Then, one day I was pleasantly surprised; 
her words became even more meaningful to me. I was read¬ 
ing a letter, an old one that is almost two thousand years 
old, that had been written to a small group of people living 
in Ephesus, a large commercial seaport city in the Roman 
province of Asia. In that letter, the author, a good friend and 
trusted leader, urged those to whom he wrote to “Be very 
careful, then, how you live -not as unwise but as wise.” 
Then, he admonished them to make “the most of every 
opportunity” that presented itself to them. In the difficult 
times and under the trying circumstances in which they 
lived, such living would give stability and bring needed 
direction to their lives. 

An anonymous individual said that we do not have to 
“wait for opportunity to come; it’s already here.” But anoth¬ 
er anonymous individual said that it “is often lost by delib¬ 
eration.” Therefore, seize it and use it.

Local DAR women 
win National Awards 


The National Society 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution sponsor many 
contests each year. Some 
are for the public and some 
are for members only. This 
year Logan-Whitley 

Chapter, DAR had two 
members receive National 
Awards: Lynda Closson was 
selected the Outstanding 
Volunteer Genealogist for 
the NSDAR East Central 
Division competing with 
women from five states: 
Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, 
West Virginia and 
Kentucky. Angela Arnett 
received third place in the 
Nation with her American 


Heritage Contest entry. 

Angela’s contemporary 
entry was symbolic of our 
colorful and multi-faceted 
heritage. A large martin 
house gourd was utilized for 
the crafting of this piece. 
The top was removed, trans¬ 
forming this gourd into a 
large vase favoring pottery. 
The consecutive registers or 
lines are made up of hand 
drawn geometric designs 
traditionally used by 
American quilters and 
Native Americans spanning 
the history of our nation. 
The designs were then 
burned into the gourd by 
using a pornographer’s pen. 


The entire gourd was then 
hand painted with acrylic 
inks. This piece is a contem¬ 
porary interpretation of our 
nation’s rich arts and crafts 
heritage, including timeless 
quilt and Native American 
pottery designs. This gourd, 
considering its use of mod¬ 
em mixed media materials 
(such as electric pyrograph- 
er’s tool and acrylic inks) 
transforms the early 
American and Native 
American uses of these tra¬ 
ditional designs into a new 
and uniquely modern piece. 
This cohesive selection of 
both Native American and 
early American designs also 


is symbolic of my own 
Patriot heritage. My patriot, 
George Jacob Troxel, 
served at Valley Forge in 
George Washington’s army.

This is thus symbolic of the 
dawn of our nation, the 
clash of cultures, a story of 
our great American her¬ 
itage.

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repairs and replacements, 
Sims said. 

While the library houses 
about 10,000 books, only 
about 100 of those were 
affected. Sims said the real 
damage was to the ceiling, 
walls and floors. 

School staff, including 
Sims, attempted to get some 
water out of the library with 
a wet/dry vacuum while the 
rain was still coming down, 
but in some places the water 
pooled as deep as one inch. 

Some of the carpet could 
not be dried enough to be 
salvaged and has been 
removed, Sims said. 

"I’ve been here for 20 


years and this building has 
always leaked," she said. 
"But this was excessive." 

Some bookshelves have 
been covered with tarps 
while construction workers 
replace drywall and ceiling 
tiles, while a lot of the 
library contents have been 
moved into the hallway 
during repairs. 

Sims said the school is 
currently in the process of 
picking out carpet and paint 
samples for finishing the 
restoration. In the end, the 
water damage will actually 
result in a "modest 
makeover" for the library, 
she said. 

There was no estimate 
available for how much 
repairs would cost. 


Crab Orchard 
lawn equipment 
missing

CRAB ORCHARD 
City Council members dis¬ 
cussed Friday the disappear¬ 
ance of a lawn mower, weed 
trimmer and leaf blower 
from a storage area in the 
sewer plant. 

Crab Orchard Mayor 
Billy Shelton said the lawn 
equipment is valued at more 
than $1,000. 

How the equipment was 
removed from the facility is 
unclear, and Shelton and 
council members were 
reluctant to classify the dis¬ 
appearance as theft. 

"We don’t know if they’re 
stolen. They’re gone," 
Shelton said. "We don’t 
know how they got in there." 

Shelton and council mem¬ 
bers agreed a report should 
at least be filed with the 
sheriff in case the equipment 
was stolen. 

"One reason I didn’t call 
the sheriff (earlier) on that is 
... other messes," Shelton 
said. 


In order to improve securi¬ 
ty for city equipment, 
Shelton said he would like to 
purchase a steel shipping 
container for $800-$ 1,200. 

The container, which 
could be about 170 square 
feet, could be locked and 
placed where it would be 
visible from one of Crab 
Orchard’s several security 
cameras, Shelton said. 

Council members agreed 
the idea seemed like a good 
one and Shelton said he 
would look into exact pric¬ 
ing and options. 

In other Crab Orchard 
business, Shelton said the 
time has come for the city to 
discuss re-creating a police 
department and hiring a part- 
time officer to cover Crab 
Orchard when a constable is 
not on duty. 

City council members 
agreed a meeting should be 
scheduled to focus on and 
discuss police issues. 

"This is July, it's a new 
year and we've done pretty 
good," Shelton said. "I want 
to keep it going that way."

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first three months of 2012, 
compared to older averages 
around 59 prisoners per day, 
according to the report.

Inmates at work 

Organizations that use 
inmate labor from the 
Lincoln jail include the 
courthouse, the city of 
Stanford and 

Lincoln/Garrard Solid 
Waste. 

Solid Waste Director Chris 
Thomason said he uses as 
many inmates as the jail can 
make available to him. 
Sometimes that means only 
a couple inmates; other times 
he may wind up with 10 pris¬ 
oners at his disposal. 

"We definitely rely on 
them and if we lost them 
we'd definitely be in bad 
shape," Thomason said. 
"This (solid waste) program 
was designed for inmate 
labor. It was started with 
inmate labor. So they're defi¬ 
nitely vitally important to 
what we're doing here." 

Inmates who work for 
solid waste do pretty much 
everything solid waste 
employees do, sans driving 
trucks, from picking up litter 
to processing recyclables to 
cleaning up illegal dump 
sites. 

Inmate John Tompkins has 
been in the Lincoln jail for 
almost a month, during 
which time he has been 
working for Thomason at 
solid waste. 

Tompkins said he has been 
in and out of jail over the 
years, and is currently serv¬ 
ing time for fleeing and 
evading police. 

"It's been downhill for a 
while and it's time to turn 
things around," he said. 

Tompkins, a Harrodsburg 
resident, has eight months 
until his next parole hear¬ 
ing. 


Thomason said most peo¬ 
ple like to see inmates out 
working for solid waste 
because they understand 
how costly prisoners are to 
taxpayers. 

For those who are fearful 
of inmates being let out of 
prison, Thomason pointed 
out that only non-violent 
offenders are allowed to do 
community service. 

"These are not dangerous 
people," he said. "Most of 
the time the public is very 
complimentary with how 
they're treated by inmates." 

At the courthouse where 
Todd helps keep the 
grounds looking nice, his 
supervisor, Head Custodian 
Oliver Miller, said he can¬ 
not estimate how much 
money it would have cost to 
employ people to do all the 
things inmates have done 
under his watch. 

Inmates who have worked 
for Miller include electri¬ 
cians and plumbers, even a 
master builder who helped 
remodel in multiple county 
buildings. 

Miller, a 10-year custodi¬ 
al veteran with Lincoln 
County, said he gets compli¬ 
mented on a regular basis on 
how nice the courthouse 
looks, inside and out. 

"I don't take those acco¬ 
lades for myself," he said. 
"It's the guys coming out of 
the jail that's getting the job 
done. I know you have to 
have somebody to orches¬ 
trate what gets done, too, 
but those guys get the credit 
for what they do." 

Besides Todd, Miller also 
oversaw former inmate 
Carey Henry, who was 
released Sunday. Henry and 
Todd made a great duo, with 
Todd preferring outside 
work and Henry enjoying 
inside work like buffing the 
courthouse floors, Miller 
said. 

"He loves to keep the 
floor shining, buffed, 
waxed, all of that," Miller 
said of Henry, who plans to 
work as a janitor at a facto¬ 
ry in Harrodsburg now that 
he's been released. "And I 
don't have to ask them to do 
that, they just do it." 


What's an RCC? 

Thomason said he's seen 
the number of inmates avail¬ 
able for community service 
trending downward, some¬ 
thing he attributes to changes 
in the judicial code that gave 
many minor drug offenders 
and people charged with 
DUIs early releases or other 
ways out of the system. 

When there aren't enough 
inmates, solid waste employ¬ 
ees have to pick up the slack, 
including Thomason him¬ 
self, who has had to go out 
on curbside recycling pickup 
duty at least once. 

"The public, they just 
want the service. The public 
is not concerned with how 
much help we have," he said. 
"You deal with it the best 
that you can, but it's difficult 
when you don't have the 
inmate labor force that we 
need." 

Gooch said the ideal solu¬ 
tion to the shrinking inmate 
workforce is the same solu¬ 
tion that solves many of the 
jail's current problems — 
build a whole new jail. 

A new jail could be con¬ 
structed along with a struc¬ 
ture known as a restricted 
custody center or RCC. 

RCCs house community 
service inmates, along with 
work release inmates who 
are allowed to leave for jobs 
and inmates who are only in 
jail on the weekends. 

Gooch said an RCC helps 
eliminate the potential secu¬ 
rity threat community serv¬ 
ice inmates can pose to a 
locked-down jail. 

Because they have a regu¬ 
lar schedule for leaving and 
re-entering the jail, commu¬ 
nity service and work release 
inmates are one of the most 
likely ways contraband gets 
introduced inside the jail. 

"The problem is when 
they're housed under the 
same roof as the rest of the 
lockdown population," 
Gooch said. 

An RCC doesn't even have 
to have locked doors because 
community service inmates 
aren't a flight risk, he added. 

If community service 


inmates were to try to 
escape, they would likely do 
it while they're out on the 
road where they can have the 
element of surprise, he said. 

A new jail and RCC could 
potentially house enough 
prisoners to give Lincoln 
plenty of community service 
inmates and operate the jail 
off of income from state and 
out-of-county prisoners, 
without spending hundreds 
of thousands from the gener¬ 
al fund like the county does 
now. 

But such a facility would 
be expensive. It's unclear 
when a new jail and accom¬ 
panying RCC might become 
a reality in Lincoln. 

So for now, Gooch oper¬ 
ates his community service 
programs out of his jail. 

The benefits greatly out¬ 
weigh the risks, he said. 

"These are jobs that would 
not be performed. We just 
don't have the money for it," 
he said. "It's not really free 
labor but you're getting labor 
at a drastically reduced rate." 

In addition to doing work 
that might not otherwise get 
done, Gooch said communi¬ 
ty service inmates may be 
less likely to end up back in 
jail after they get out. 

Having a regular job and 
getting outside the bars low¬ 
ers inmates' stress, gets them 
used to how they'll need to 
behave in real life and makes 
them more well-behaved 
because they don't want to 
lose the opportunities 
they've been given, he said. 

Tompkins, the inmate 
working for Thomason at 
solid waste, may be exactly 
the kind of inmate Gooch is 
talking about. 

When he gets out, he said 
his plan is to make himself 
into a good role model for 
his five daughters, get his 
finances and child support 
worked out, and then begin 
serving as a motivational 
speaker, with the goal of pre¬ 
venting kids from making 
the same mistakes he made. 

"I hope I can change 
somebody's life," he said. "I 
don't want to see anybody go 
down the road I've gone 
down."

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as I have said from the very 
beginning and there will be no 
vote from my seat," Adams 
said. "Therefore, the recom¬ 
mendation will be made that 
Dexter Todd's wife Brenda 
will be named the interim 
magistrate. 

"As far as notifying the 
governor's office, I'm going to 
call and tell them that the rec¬ 
ommendation was voted on, 
and that's as far as I'm going 
to go." 

Faulkner and Stanley had 
initially announced their 
desire to have Brenda Todd 
appointed in May, at which 
time Adams had said he was 
opposed to appointing anyone 
because the Democratic and 
Republican parties had not 
chosen their candidates for 
the fall election. 

Appointing someone at that 
time would have been equiva¬ 


lent to making that choice for 
one party or the other, since 
whoever was appointed 
would have a high likelihood 
of then becoming their party's 
nominee, Adams said. 

Faulkner said he made the 
motion for Brenda Todd now 
because the two parties have 
chosen their candidates and 
Brenda Todd, a Republican, 
will not be running. 

Crab Orchard resident 
Lonnie Pruitt will be the 
Republican nominee, while 
Democrats are running for¬ 
mer magistrate Bill 
Dyehouse. 

Adams said Tuesday he is 
still "totally neutral" on the 
issue because he doesn't think 
it would be fair to pick one of 
the 14 people who applied to 
become interim magistrate. 

"They're all quality people. 
...I can't distinguish, I can't 
make that decision in all fair¬ 
ness to them," he said. "I've 
been chosen last before." 


Adams said he's also con¬ 
cerned that someone like 
Brenda Todd who has no 
experience in government 
won't have time to learn the 
ropes before her term expires. 

"The only thing that both¬ 
ers me is if she can be easily 
influenced," he said. "She's 
not going to be totally lost, 
but it takes time to learn the 
magistrate's position." 

Faulkner said he thinks that 
argument against appointing 
Brenda Todd is "weak." 

"What he's saying is he 
feels like the first eight 
months of his term, he was 
ineffective?" he said. "Putting 
her in that position is the most 
neutral thing we could do." 

Brenda Todd said she had¬ 
n't heard anything from fiscal 
court after filing her papers 
and she had believed the seat 
was simply going to remain 
empty until a new magistrate 
was elected. 

If the governor follows the 


fiscal court's recommenda¬ 
tion, she said she will "be glad 
to serve what my husband 
was elected to do and I'll do to 
the best of my ability." 

Todd said she knows some¬ 
thing about how the fiscal 
court works from talking with 
her husband about it, but she 
fully expects there to be a 
learning curve if she's 
appointed. 

"There might be some 
things that I wouldn't under¬ 
stand, but if I don't under¬ 
stand something, I can 
always ask a question," she 
said. 

Brenda Todd said her hus¬ 
band would always tell her 
about how the current magis¬ 
trates serving on the court 
with him were good people 
truly interested in improving 
Lincoln County. 

"That'll make it easier too, 
to have good people on the 
court who care about the 
county," she said.

Stanford resident sentenced in 
Junction home invasion case

Saying he didn’t think he 
deserved 11 years in prison 
for his role in an armed home 
invasion robbery, Stanford 
resident Michael Durham 
asked Boyle Circuit Judge 
Darren Peckler on Thursday 
to withdraw his guilty plea 
and set the case for trial. 

But Peckler declined the 
request and sentenced him to 
11 years, leaving Durham 
shaking his head and vowing 
to have the decision over¬ 
turned on appeal. 

Durham’s route to his sen¬ 
tencing has been twisted since 
he and his cousin, Shawn 
Durham, were charged in the 
2010 home invasion robbery 
of Warren and Mary Bigger of 
Junction City, during which 
Warren Bigger was pistol- 
whipped and Mary Bigger 
was threatened with a gun 
until she disclosed the loca¬ 
tion of valuables in the home. 
Old coins, jewelry, cash and a 
laptop computer were taken 
during the robbery. 

Shawn Durham pleaded 
guilty in March and received 


an 11-year sentence in a plea 
deal with prosecutors. 
Michael Durham was offered 
the same deal, but turned it 
down and his case was set for 
trial in June. Durham was 
then indicted for being a per¬ 
sistent felony offender, 
upping the prison time he 
could receive if he was found 
guilty at trial. 

Durham reconsidered his 
situation and decided to enter 
a guilty plea in exchange for 
an 11-year sentence just 
before his trial was to begin. 
When Peckler was ready to 
formally sentence him last 
week, Durham changed direc¬ 
tions again, telling Peckler he 
wanted to fire his attorney, 
withdraw his guilty plea and 
represent himself at trial. 

During Thursday’s hearing, 
Durham told Peckler that 
none of the three attorneys 
who have represented him in 
the case wanted to “help me 
and argue for me,” and that all 
of them encouraged him to 
take the plea bargain. Peckler 
said the attorneys apparently 
did well by Durham, negotiat¬ 
ing a possible life sentence 
down to 11 years, which he 


called “a fairly significant 
reduction.” 

Durham, however, said he 
didn’t deserve the same sen¬ 
tence as his cousin, whom he 
alleged carried the pistol into 
the Bigger’s home and used it 
to beat and threaten them. 

“I didn’t have a firearm. I 
didn’t do anything violent,” 
he told the judge. “I don’t 
have a violent past.” 

Peckler said that might be 
true, but under the law 
Durham is still considered an 
accomplice and equally 
responsible for the crimes 
committed. 

“You’re making a terrible 
gamble with years of your 
life,” the judge told Durham. 

In the end, Peckler told 
Durham, “We went over your 
guilty plea very carefully. You 
didn’t give me any indication 
you didn’t understand,” and 
said Durham did not present a 
valid reason the guilty plea 
should be withdrawn. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Richie Bottoms argued 
against the withdrawal, even 
though — with the Biggers 
prepared to testify as victims 
and eyewitnesses — “this 


would be an easy case for me 
to try.” 

“The two victims in this 
case are very nice, very kind 
people who are satisfied with 
the guilty plea and sentence, 
and just want to get some clo¬ 
sure on this matter,” Bottoms 
said.

GIMME SHELTER: LCHS boys, girls soccer adding dugouts to sideline

Watching from the bleach¬ 
ers over the past few years, 
Amy Hazlett and other par¬ 
ents have empathized with 
the Lincoln County High 
School soccer players who 
always seemed to be fighting 
the weather. 

If it wasn’t the rain and the 
wind, it was the sun beating 
down on the sidelines. And 
the portable canopy supplied 
by a parent never seemed to 


provide adequate relief. 

Hazlett, a former president 
of the Lincoln County 
Soccer Boosters Club, and 
other Booster Club members 
knew there was something 
better out there for their 
young athletes. 

“We’d seen these dugouts 
or shelters at other schools 
and felt that’s what we need¬ 
ed,” Hazlett said. “One issue 
that we have every year, 
boys and girls, is weather. 


The dugout we wanted is 
kind of like a baseball 
dugout but not as sophisti¬ 
cated. It’s basically a shelter 
to go over our team to pro¬ 
tect them from weather and 
from the direct sun.” 

While the Booster Club 
members knew what was 
needed to shelter the Lincoln 
soccer teams, they also knew 
it would have to wait with 
putting lights on the field a 
priority. When the lights 


went on at Lincoln’s soccer 
field last season, the wheels 
were finally set in motion to 
install the dugouts or shel¬ 
ters. 

“We’ve always talked 
about wanting them (shel¬ 
ters) but the lights were our 
big thing first,” said Hazlett. 
“Once we succeeded at that 
we thought dugouts were 
next. That sun is so hard on 
the players and we wanted to 
be able to shelter them the 


best way we knew how.” 

Thanks to the generous 
contributions made by the 
community during the 
Lincoln County Soccer 
Booster Club’s annual 
Leprechaun Leap and other 
various fund-raisers, the 
group has the money neces¬ 
sary to fund the project, 
which was approved by the 
Lincoln County Board of 
Education at its last meeting. 

Two 12’ x 30’ dugouts 


made of wooden posts and a 
metal roof will be construct¬ 
ed along the team sidelines, 
providing shelter for both 
the Lincoln squads and the 
visiting teams. 

Manufactured dugouts cost 
upwards of $7,000 but the 
local boosters plan to cut 
costs significantly by build¬ 
ing the structures them-

From B1 
selves. 

“The ones I found on the 
internet were from $6,000 to 
$7,000 apiece,” said soccer 
parent Larry Dunn, who will 
be heading the construction 
project. “I’m hoping that the 
shelters will cost us around 
$1,600 to $1,700 apiece with 
us doing the work our¬ 
selves.” 

The Booster Club parents 
may want to cut costs with a 
do-it-yourself project, how¬ 
ever, that doesn’t mean they 
will settle for a sub-par 
structure. 

“We want to do it right and 
make sure it’s structurally 
sound so it will last a long 
time,” Dunn said. 

And Hazlett is confident 
that, if anyone can produce a 
strong shelter to protect the 
soccer players at the lowest 
cost, it’s Dunn. 

“Larry’s very good at 
building things. He built our 
video stand last year,” she 


said. “He’s also good at get¬ 
ting the best cost on materi¬ 
als.” 

For now, there are no 
plans to enclose the Lincoln 
sideline shelters - but plans 
could change. 

“I don’t think we’re going 
to (enclose shelters) right at 
the moment. We can always 
add that later on,” Dunn said. 
“Right now we just want to 
get the shelter over top. We 
were afraid if we put a back 
on it, it would make it too 
hot. We’re just going to start 
basic to see how they block 
the sun and try to make 
improvements as we need 
them.” 

A sand-layered floor will 
be used in the shelter to 
allow for the drainage of 
water. 

“We’re just trying to make 
it better for them,” said 
Dunn of the players. “A shel¬ 
ter will give them something 
to keep them from getting 
soaking wet and will protect 
their soccer bags.” 

Work has yet to begin on

GEORGETOWN, Ky. - 
Philadelphia 76ers coach 
Doug Collins will be the 
keynote speaker for the 1972 
Olympic basketball reunion 
banquet on August 25 in 
Lexington. 

Collins, a starting guard 
on the 1972 team, will be 
joining his former team¬ 
mates two weeks after serv¬ 
ing as NBC’s basketball ana¬ 
lyst for the 2012 games in 
London, England. 

“We literally could not 
have found a more qualified 
speaker than Doug,” said 
Billy Reed, executive schol¬ 
ar in residence at 
Georgetown College and 
founding member of the 
planning committee. “He 
offers a unique perspective 


on what the team experi¬ 
enced in Munich and why it 
decided to not accept the sil¬ 
ver medal. The 1972 team 
deserves to be remembered.” 

The Olympics, set in 
Munich that year, witnessed 
the first act of terrorism in 
the modern era with the 
deaths of 11 Israeli athletes 
at the hands of Palestinian 
gunmen.

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Mid-summer cattle working pays dividends 


A mid-summer working 
of cows and calves can 
result in big benefits this 
fall. 

Deworming: All calves 
and cows less than three 
years old should be 
dewormed. Deworming 
calves will result in 
increased weight gains of 
30 to 40 pounds. Visit with 
your veterinarian about 
which dewormer is right for 
your operation. 

Research has demon¬ 
strated that older cows 
develop immunity to 
worms. Worms don’t cause 
significant economic dam¬ 
age in mature cows (four 
years old and older). 
However, young cattle and 
highly stressed cows will 
benefit from deworming. 
Although the cows will still 
shed worm eggs, deworm¬ 
ing the calves is the most 
effective and economical 
control measure. 

Vaccination: Mid-sum¬ 
mer is the perfect time to 
give the first injection of 
vaccine for Blackleg and 
other clostridial diseases. 
Any good clostridial vac¬ 
cine will work fine for the 
first shot. Calves can then 
get their booster shot in 21 
days to make sure they are 
protected against blackleg. 

Implanting: All calves 
not being used as replace¬ 
ment animals should be 
implanted or reimplanted at 
the mid-summer working. 
Implants are safe and legal. 
Growth rates are increased 
by eight to 15 percent by 
using implants. Increased 
weaning weights of 15 to 
30 pounds are typical for 
implanted calves. You gen¬ 
erally get a five to one 


return on the dollars you 
spend. 

Checking Cows for 
Problems-Check cows for 
pinkeye when they are in 
the chute. It is important to 
treat cows for pinkeye right 
away. Any cows that have 
foot problems or are limp¬ 
ing should be treated or 
culled. You will receive 
more income from a fleshy 
cow with a slight limp than 
you will with a thin cow. 
Cows with joint injuries 
rather than a foot infection 
don’t usually get better. 
Calves from these crippled 
cows that are over four 
months can be weaned 
early and left to graze with 
the rest of the herd. This is a 
good time to note which 
cows are poor milkers. 
These cows are all candi¬ 
dates for culling. With tight 
feed supplies, we don’t 
need to keep poor perform¬ 
ing cows around. 

Fly Control-This is also 
a good time to check the 
effectiveness of your fly 
control program. If flies are 
a problem, you may need to 
switch control method or 
types of insecticides. Often 
horn flies are under control, 
but face flies are a problem. 
Consider adding dust bag 
bullets or face wipers to 
your control program. This 
will really help on face fly 
control and thus pinkeye 
prevention. 

Remove and Check 
Bulls-Most spring calving 
operations should be 
removing their clean up 
bulls. This will give you a 
60 to 90 day calving season 
next year. Calving will go 
better because all calves 
will be bom over just a few 


months. It will be easier to 
work calves as a group 
because of the limited age 
range between calves. It 
will also mean higher prices 
at marketing because of 
being able to group up 
calves for selling which 
usually gives a higher price 
than small groups or sin¬ 
gles. 

Planning calf marketing 
strategy-Mid summer is not 
too early to plan your calf 
marketing program. After a 
day of working your cattle, 
sit on the porch with your 
beverage of choice and real¬ 
ly think about how you 
want to market your calves. 
Ask yourself some ques¬ 
tions: 

*Did I receive the price I 
deserved for my calves last 
year 

*Can I take advantage of 
a value-added calf market¬ 
ing program like the CPH 
45 sales. Participation in 
these sales will be less paper 
work this year. 

*Do I want to back¬ 
ground my calves this year. 

So pick a cool morning 
for your mid-summer cattle 
working and you will be 
pleased with the results this 
fall. You will be even more 
pleased if you make a sound 
marketing plan. The fall 
marketing season can 
change a lot from week to 
week, so it is so important to 
make a plan, but to be aware 
of the market’s daily trends 
so your plan can be modi¬ 
fied if needed.

USDA streamlines disaster 
designation process 


Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack announced a pack¬ 
age of program improve¬ 
ments that will deliver faster 
and more flexible assistance 
to farmers and ranchers dev¬ 
astated by natural disasters. 
Vilsack announced three sig¬ 
nificant improvements to 
decades-old USDA programs 
and processes related to 
Secretarial disaster designa¬ 
tions: a final rule that simpli¬ 
fies the process for 
Secretarial disaster designa¬ 
tions and will result in a 40 
percent reduction in process¬ 
ing time for most counties 
affected by disasters; a 
reduced interest rate for emer¬ 
gency loans that effectively 
lowers the current rate from 
3.75 percent to 2.25 percent; 
and a payment reduction on 
Conservation Reserve 
Program (CRP) lands quali¬ 
fied for emergency haying 
and grazing in 2012, from 25 
to 10 percent. 

A natural disaster designa¬ 
tion makes all qualified farm 
operators in the designated 
areas eligible for low interest 
emergency loans. The final 
rule for Secretarial disaster 
designations is amended as 
follows: 

*Nearly automatically 
qualifies a disaster county 
once it is categorized by the 
U.S. Drought Monitor as a 
severe drought for eight con¬ 
secutive weeks during the 
growing season. Effective 
July 12, 1,016 primary coun¬ 


ties in 26 states will be desig¬ 
nated as natural disaster areas, 
making all qualified farm 
operators in the designated 
areas eligible for low interest 
emergency loans from 
USDA’s Farm Service 
Agency (FSA), provided eli¬ 
gibility requirements are met. 

* Streamlines the USDA 
Secretarial designation 
process, which is expected to 
provide better service to farm¬ 
ers and ranchers by reducing 
by approximately 40 percent 
the amount of time required 
for designating a disaster area. 

^Removes the requirement 
that a request for a disaster 
designation be initiated by a 
state governor or Indian tribal 
council, increasing the likeli¬ 
hood that counties will be 
covered. Indian tribal coun¬ 
cils and governors may still 
submit a request for a desig¬ 
nation, but it will not be 
required in order to initiate a 
disaster declaration. 

*The same criteria current¬ 
ly being used for triggering a 
disaster designation will 
apply: a county must either 
show a 30 percent production 
loss of at least one crop coun¬ 
tywide, or a decision must be 
made by surveying producers 
to determine that other lend¬ 
ing institutions are not able to 
provide emergency financing. 

USDA's low-interest emer¬ 
gency loans have helped pro¬ 
ducers recover from losses 
due to drought, flooding and 
other natural disasters for 


decades. While the current 
emergency loan interest rate 
was set in 1993 at 3.75 per¬ 
cent, commercial farm loan 
and other FSA farm loan 
interest rates have since been 
reduced without a correspon¬ 
ding reduction in the emer¬ 
gency loan rate. By reducing 
the interest rates to 2.25 per¬ 
cent, emergency loans imme¬ 
diately come into line with 
other rates in the marketplace 
and provide a much-needed 
resource for producers hoping 
to recover from production 
and physical losses associated 
with natural disasters. 

As part of ongoing efforts 
to provide greater flexibility 
in service to American agri¬ 
culture, USDA also 
announced that the annual 
rental payment by producers 
on CRP acres used for emer¬ 
gency haying or grazing will 
be reduced to 10 percent in 
2012, instead of 25 percent, in 
response to the seriousness of 
the drought gripping large 
portions of the United States. 

USDA encourages all farm¬ 
ers and ranchers to contact 
their crop insurance compa¬ 
nies and local USDA Farm 
Service Agency Service 
Centers, as applicable, to 
report damages to crops or 
livestock loss. In addition, 
USDA reminds livestock 
producers to keep thorough 
records of losses, including 
additional expenses for such 
things as food purchased 
due to lost supplies. 


Tomato problems may 
not be disease related

If your tomatoes aren’t 
maturing like you want them 
to, it might be because of 
poor environmental condi¬ 
tions. A number of problems 
can result from poor environ¬ 
mental conditions, including 
blossom drop, blossom-end 
rot, cracks in the fruit, sun 
scalded fruit, catfacing and 
zippers on fruit. 

Blossom drop is caused by 
excessively high or low night 
temperatures. Most tomato 
varieties won’t set fruit 
unless temperatures are 
between 55 and 75 degrees F 
for at least part of the night. 
We lost a lot of blooms in the 
past month, so our tomato 
yields are lower. 

Blossom-end rot develops 
when environmental condi¬ 
tions prevent the proper dis¬ 
tribution of calcium in the 
plant. The result is a leathery 
spot on the blossom end of 
the fruit. We get a lot of calls 
each year about this problem 
which most people describe 
as tomatoes rotting on the 
vine especially on the bottom 
of the fruit. Under stressful 
conditions, low soil moisture 
in addition to hot, dry winds, 
calcium moves into the 
leaves and bypasses the fruit, 
causing the leathery spot at 
the fruit’s end. Wet condi¬ 
tions followed by a period of 
hot dry days also makes this 
problem worse. 

You can reduce this prob¬ 
lem in the future by watering 
frequently and mulching to 
maintain fairly consistent 
soil moisture to help prevent 


blossom-end rot. If water and 
mulch do not correct the 
problem, foliar sprays of cal¬ 
cium chloride or calcium 
nitrate may be warranted. 
Add four tablespoons of cal¬ 
cium chloride or calcium 
nitrate to one gallon of water 
and apply it two to three time 
beginning about a month 
after setting. As it recurs, 
spray weekly with calcium 
chloride. It is also important 
to keep adequate lime levels 
in the soil. You can overdue 
lime so soil test to determine 
lime and fertility needs. 

Cracks in the fruit develop 
when the fruit grows too rap¬ 
idly. The problem manifests 
itself in either concentric 
rings at the stem end of the 
fruit or radial cracks at the 
stem end. Planting crack- 
resistant varieties and water¬ 
ing and mulching to prevent 
rapid fluctuations in soil 
moisture will help you avoid 
problems with cracked fruit. 

Sun scald occurs when 
immature fruit are exposed to 
direct sunlight. Yellow or 
white patches develop as 
symptoms of the problem. 
Sun scald often starts when 
insects or diseases defoliate 
plants and fruits are exposed 
to the sunlight. Unsupported 
plants that sprawl also can 


lead to the problem. Caging 
tomatoes, staking them, or 
using the Florida-weave sys¬ 
tem helps prevent sprawling 
of plants. And protecting 
plants against foliar disease 
and tomato hornworm can 
also help protect the imma¬ 
ture fruit. 

Catfacing and zippers are 
deformations of fruit when 
fruit set occurs during cool 
and cloudy weather. The 
blossom sticks to the devel¬ 
oping small fruit and causes 
puckers to develop. Usually 
only a few fruit are affected. 
Large fruited varieties are 
much more susceptible than 
those with smaller fruit. 

Blights-We are also seeing 
a lot of early blight problems 
and some late blight prob¬ 
lems in tomatoes. Tomatoes 
need to be sprayed with a dis¬ 
ease control product regular¬ 
ly, depending on the product 
every four to seven days. 
These two diseases start 
early, so it is best to start 
spraying at planting and con¬ 
tinue through the growing 
season.

Students may have had the sum¬ 
mer to relax, but teachers at schools 
across Lincoln County’s school dis¬ 
trict haven’t been slacking off — 
many have been putting in extra 
hours to up their teaching skills. 

’’Our teachers have been training 
all summer long to prepare to 
become better practitioners of their 
craft,’’ said Pam Hart, Lincoln’s 
chief deputy of quality manage¬ 
ment. 

Hart said elementary school 
teachers have been taking on train¬ 
ing of their own volition, often vol¬ 
unteering and doing training togeth¬ 
er in order to be prepared for the 
new school year. 

At the high school level, teachers 
have been learning new curricu- 
lums and teaching strategies for the 
new AdvanceKentucky Initiative 
and the English-focused 


SpringBoard program. 

AdvanceKentucky is a four-year- 
old initiative in the state and works 
closely with schools to not only 
increase student enrollment in AP 
classes, but help them get passing 
scores on the tests, Hart said. 

“We felt this was a prime year to 
move,” said Hart. “We really want 
to get as many kids enrolled as pos¬ 
sible.” 

AdvanceKentucky and its corpo¬ 
rate partners such as Kentucky 
Downs and Lockheed Martin fund 
most of the program, though 
Lincoln County must contribute 
some funds toward supplies, equip¬ 
ment and staff training. 

The school system expects to 
spend about $8,800 from its gener¬ 
al fund in 2012-13 on the program, 
and the high school will contribute 
$2,500.

Lincoln County High 
School was ranked by the 
state as persistently low- 
achieving earlier this year, 
and the AdvanceKentucky 
program would be consid¬ 
ered part of the required 
intervention in the school’s 
education program, said 
Superintendent Karen 
Hatter. 

Students and teachers 
would receive cash incen¬ 
tives of as much as $100 
depending on test perform¬ 
ance. Also, no student would 
be prohibited from enrolling 
in AP classes. 

“We have to have drastic, 
rapid change,” Hatter said. 

Hart said the potential 
results from using 
AdvanceKentucky are 
thrilling. 

’’We’re really excited 
about the possibilities that 
(AdvanceKentucky) has for 
student achievement,” she 
said. 

The SpringBoard program 
educates teachers about evi¬ 
dence-based strategies for 
teaching in English and lan¬ 
guage arts and sets up goals 
for student progress every 
step of the way from sixth 
grade to graduation. 

The goal is to have as 
many students as possible in 
the school passing certain 
levels of achievement on 


tests like the ACT. 

Lincoln Chief Deputy of 
Instruction Angela Cain 
researched the program and 
its results in other schools 
and said she has high expec¬ 
tations for what it can do in 
Lincoln County. 

”It teaches students how to 
think and learn," she said. 
"Those are skills students 
can use not only in their 
English language arts classes 
but in all their other (classes) 
as well." 

Administrators will train 
in the new program July 23, 
and teacher training for 
those who will be using the 
program is July 24-26. On 
Aug. 8, teachers will begin 
using the new program in 
their classrooms. 

Cain said 100 percent of 
teachers and administrators 
who would be using the pro¬ 
gram want to use it and 
believe it will work. 

Hatter agreed. 

"It isn’t a top-down deci¬ 
sion," Hatter said. "They (the 
teachers) decided they want¬ 
ed it and then they came to 
us." 

At Fort Logan High 
School, some students will 
be getting extra help to make 
themselves more employ¬ 
able through upgrades in 
technology and curriculum, 
thanks to a Bluegrass 
Workforce Investment Board 
grant. 

Fort Logan Principal Scott 


Montgomery said the grant 
he applied for, which was 
awarded June 20, is aimed at 
helping low-income students 
improve their numeracy, lit¬ 
eracy and job skills. 

"The money is not ear¬ 
marked as much as a lot of 
grants are, so they do give 
you some leeway there so 
you can help it to fit your 
program," Montgomery said. 

The grant provides fund¬ 
ing for up to 40 students who 
meet income eligibility 
requirements and are 
between the ages of 16 and 
18. 

Montgomery said the 
grant pays for up to 20 of 
those students to get work 
experience. 

Local employers can hire 
the students and the grant 
will pay the students’ wages 
at a rate of $7.50 per hour for 
up to 20 hours a week and 
for a maximum of five 
weeks. 

"It’s a win-win situation to 
me," Montgomery said. 
"Kids are gaining valuable 
experience and employers 
can also receive some bene¬ 
fit from that as well." 

Beyond paying students’ 
work wages, Montgomery 
said he plans to invest in 
technology and curriculum, 
including a career-develop¬ 
ment program, that will help 
Fort Logan students find 
jobs or move on to college 
after they graduate. 


In addition, students in the 
program will visit the 
Bluegrass Workforce 

Investment Board to practice 
interviewing skills and go 
through mock interviews. 

Montgomery told the 
Lincoln County Board of 
Education the money can be 
spent on a wide variety of 
expenses including field 
trips. 

"We’ll have the opportuni¬ 
ty to take these kids to places 
they’ve never been," he said. 
"I couldn’t be more excited." 

At the middle school level, 
Hart said there will be a new 
educational program imple¬ 
mented as well, called 
"Laying the Foundations," 
which serves as a primer for 
the AdvanceKentucky initia¬ 
tive students will encounter 
when they move on to high 
school. 

Cain said there’s been a 
move in Lincoln’s schools to 
implement common curricu- 
lums across elementary, 
middle and high schools. 
The new common curricu- 
lums are designed to mesh 
with new Kentucky academ¬ 
ic standards. 

Teachers at the middle 
school level will also have 
the option of going high-tech 
in their classrooms by using 
cell-phone- and Internet- 
based educational tools 
researched and implemented 
by middle school teachers 
Thea Long and Rachael 


Yaden. 

Long said the student 
reactions to the various 
online learning tools she has 
been using stand in stark 
contrast to how students usu¬ 
ally react to more traditional 
school assignments. 

’’They’ll ask, ’are we using 
our phones today? Can we 
use our phones today?’ And 
they’ll say "will you post an 
Edmodo (online learning 
website) assignment?’" Long 
said. ’’They’re engaged and 
they’re motivated and they’re 
ready to learn." 

Among the various appli¬ 
cations and websites used in 
Long’s and Yaden’s class¬ 
rooms are poll 

everywhere.com, which cre¬ 
ates an instant question-and- 
answer session where stu¬ 
dents text their answers and 
see them appear on the web¬ 
site; and Edmodo, a free 
online learning platform that 
allows teachers to make and 
grade assignments while stu¬ 
dents work out solutions on 
online discussion boards. 

"The grading is easy for 
me because you do every¬ 
thing online," Long said. "I 
will be at home grading 
Edmodo (assignments) and 
the kids will also be posting 
messages and asking me 
questions." 

Another benefit of 
Edmodo is that students are 
encouraged to collaborate in 
order to solve problems, 


while the teachers can stand 
back and observe. 

"It’s almost like I had 
stepped out of the equation 
and they were problem solv¬ 
ing themselves," Long said. 
"That was huge." 

Yaden said learning to 
learn on their own is prepar¬ 
ing her eighth-graders for 
college and life beyond that. 

"They’re not going to have 
a teacher to rely on in their 
lives," Yaden said. "They’re 
going to have to rely on peo¬ 
ple that they work with, that 
they live with, to figure 
things out together." 

With board approval for 
expansion of the program, 
Long and Yaden said they 
plan to offer training in the 
programs they’ve been using 
to any teachers in the school 
who want to take advantage 
of the new tools. 

"These are things (teach¬ 
ers) can do right away with 
very little training," Yaden 
said. 

Long said learning to use 
technology appropriately 
and smartly adds to students’ 
employability down the road 
and helps round out their 
education. 

"Our students have been 
taught a one-dimensional lit¬ 
eracy, and literacy isn’t one¬ 
dimensional — it’s three- 
dimensional," she said. 
"They need to be able to 
know what all those dimen¬ 
sions and facets are."
